These plants are not 
frost-proof and should not be planted until danger of frost is over. 
The fact that the seed is planted here in February and March gives the plants a chance to become acclimated and toughened 
by outside temperatures. When set farther North they will start growing quickly and produce rich, red, ripe Tomatoes three 
weeks before home-grown or hothouse plants. I ship these plants to every part of the United States, and have been shipping 
large quantities to market gardeners and truckers for 40 years.

For tomato bugs, fungus and bacterial diseases use 7% Metallic Tri- 
basic Copper Sulphate with 20% Calcium Arsenate dust and use about 
fifteen to twenty pounds per acre.
